are now available to show the trend 
of affairs in Alabama since the last 
general census of 1920, says R. 
M 
Harper, geographer 
for geological 
Burveys of Alabama and Florida. The 
preliminary reports of the agricul­ 
tural census, which have been coming 
out for one county at a time sinc< 
last March, show the number 
oí 
white and co'ored farmers, owner:- 
managers and tenants, the acreage 
of farms, the value of land and build­ 
ings, the number of farm animals of 
various kinds, and the acreage and 
yields of the principle crops. 
Such 
reports have now been issued 
for 
over three-fourths of the counties of 
Alabama, enough to give a pretty 
close approximation to the stnt^ av­ 
erage, without waiting a few more 
weeks or months for the Census Bu­ 
reau to issue a summary for the en­ 
tire state, Mr. Harper declares. 
“Assuming both census to be equal­ 
ly complete,” Mr. Harper has report­ 
ed, “the number, of farms in Alaba­ 
ma decreased 11.1 per cent between 
1920 and. 1926, and the farm acreage 
14.5 per cent. 
This is not the firs’ 
time -this has happened for there wa¿ 
also a small decrease in number and 
acreage between 1910 and 1920. Tht 
decrease was probably due mostly to 
the usual growth of cities; the com­ 
ing of the boll weevil, and the north 
wari^ migration of negroes.

First, consider the location. 
In 
planning a permanent home we 
want to feel sure the neighborhood 
rri< 
children will be suitable friend» for 
ours now and later. 
It should be a single house and 
all on one floor if possible, and 
should be small while the babies 
are little. If possible, plan the flrst 
house so additions can be made as 
needed. Entry hall, l{ving*aVid-din- 
lng room, break fast-nook, two bed­ 
rooms, and bath, all on one floor, 
may be sufficient for a few years.

The second floor can be left un­ 
finished until it Is required, when 
additional rooms may be made 
there and the fixtures be installed 
in on upstairs bath-room.
